London, May %.—Jonathan Hutchin- 
son, the well-known surgeon and former 
president of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons, who recently returned from @ 
tour of investigation in India as to the 
cause and prevention of leprosy, has 
written a letter to Tie Times on the 
subject of fish eating as the cause of 
leprosy. a 

He gives the opinion that the Catho- 
lic fast days are responsible for the 
spread of ieprosy, and that wherever 
there is a risk of obtaining unsound fish 
the use of fish on fast days ough? to 
be forbidden. 

Reiterating his opinion that neither 
contagion: nor the crusades but Chris- 
tianity was responsible for the prevalence 
of leprosy in Europe during the middle 
ages, he expresses the fear that the 
same thing is now happening in India 
and elsewhere. He says: 

‘“‘Wherever Catholic missions are 
successful leprosy increases. - My 
calculation is that the risk to a 
Catholic convert is twenty fold that 
of one who remains in the Hindoo 
faith.’’ 5

She made 
a splendid run, passing five of her com- 
petitors before reaching Chartres. The 
crowd around Mr. Vanderbilt's machine 
prevented him from reaching tne starting 
‘ine in time, and he was further delayed 
by a controversy with the judges, finally 
starting two minutes late.

His 
ehauffeur was killed outright. Barrows 
himself was picked up unconscious, but 
still breathing, and was taken to a hos- 
pital, where his condition was declared to 
be critical.

Unless They Become Christians 
Within a Year, 


St. Petersburg, May 24.—While it is not 
intended to imply that the government's 
Jewish policy aims at stimulating Jew- 
ish emigration, observers expect that this 
will be the result of it. It is note- 
worthy, however, that M. Kronsnhevan, 
the editor of The Bessaraytz, the anti- 
Semitic paper of Kishinef, writing after 
the massacre, oratorically addressed the 
Jews in an article in this way: 

‘‘Become Christians and our broth- 
ers and enjoy alJ the privileges of 
Russian citizenship. If not, you 
have one year to go where you please. 
After that term has expired there 
must not remain a single Jew in 
Russia, unless he is Christianized, 
and thereafter entrance to Russia will 
be forbidden to the Jews forever.”’ 

M. Kronshevan’s defenders include, be- 
sides The Novoe Vremya and other na- 
tional papers, the director of the de- 
partment of police, M. Lopoukhen, who, 
upon returning from Kishinef, told a 
leading liberal journalist that Krons- 
hevan ‘was the only man in Russia who 
had not been bought by the Jews.” 

News has been reported here privately 
from Warsaw that on May 5 the work- 
ingmen there unfurled red flags, shouted 
“Down with the autocracy!’’ and sang 
revolutionary songs. A thousand men 
participated actively and many more pas- 
sively in this demonstration. The affair 
was suppressed by the Cossacks and po-.

RUSSIA FOREVER 


Death. 


Gloversville, N. Y., May 24.—The police 
are investigating a mysterious explosion, 
which occurred shortly after midnight 
Saturday morning, and the sudden death 
of the son of the proprietor of a large 
leather dressing establishment of this 
city. The explosion, which caused a 
flerce blaze, took.place in an outbuilding 
in connection with the leather dressing 
plant of Mills Bros., containing danger- 
ous explosives used in the preparation 
of certain kinds of leather. 

Persons living near by heard the ex- 
plosion and saw a man whose clothing 
was on fire hurry away from the build- 
ing. Later a physician was hastily sum- 
moned to the residence of Michael J 
Kennedy, senior member of the firm of 
M. J. Kennedy & Co., leather manufac- 
turers, and this morning was announced 
the death of the former’s son, John Ken- 
nedy. 

The family refuses to give out any 
information concerning Mr. Kennedy’s 
death other than that at an early hour 
Saturday morning he appeared at his fa- 
ther’s home and said he had met with 
an accident. Another son, Daniel, is al- 
léged to have accompanied his brother 
on his errand and is reported to have 
‘beefi injured aiso, but this statement is 
met with an emphatic denial] by his 
family, who assert that he is out of the 
city. 

The supposition the police are working 
on is that John Kennedy entered the 
outbuilding where the explosion occurred 
with thé intention Sf ascertaining what 
formula was used by their competitors 
in the manufacture of patent leathers, 
and that while there the explosion oc- 
curred. 5 

The body of the dead man was badly 
burned and mutilated. His father’s resi- 
dence was situated only a short dis- 
tance from the Mills Bros.’ establishment, 
and the person who was injured in the 
explosfon was easily tracked toward the 
Kennedy residence.

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This, Darrow Says, is the 
Object of Trades 
Unions. 


Chicago, May 24.—Clarence Darrow, 
who was chief counsel ‘for the miners 
in the recent arbitration in the anthra- 
cite coal fields, delivered an address be- 
fore the Henry George Association here 
today on “The Perils of Trades Union- 
ism.’’ The general tone of his talk was 
that labor unions do not understand the 
principles upon which they are founded 
and along which they must work, if they 
are to continue in existence. He said 
in part: 

“Trade unionism is really, in its last 
analysis, the effort to monopolize the la- 
bor market, in the same line as the 
trust is the effort to monopolize produc- 
tion. The great growth of trade union- 
ism in the last few years has taken 
into its body large numbers of men who 
were not familiar with its principles or 
its value, whose one desire has been to 
better their condition, who have not the 
understanding of affairs to reeognize the 
relation that trade unionism bears to 
general progress and who, therefore, have 
narrow views as to its management, 
control and use. 

“In the great growth of trade unionism 
the men seem to have lost sight of the 
fundamental principles, which in the end 
must control. Men catch trade unionism, 
speculation, combination, as they catch 
the measles or the mumps. Capital hag 
caught the fever of combination until’ it 
has gone mad over corporations and 
trusts. Likewise labor has caught the 
fever of trade unionism, 
knowing what it means, or rea 
it may be of real service to the Wena 
has turned its power and energy in the 
direction of building up organizations.

Indiana oss Hara hy of 
Excilemen’ 


While Hunting for the Negro Who 
Killed Rosa Kaiser, the. Mob 
Hears of Another Negro 
Assaulting Two Girl 
Children. 


Lawrenceburg, Ind., May 24.—This has 
been a day of intense agitation in this 
county over the murder of Rosa Kaiser 
and the murderous assault on her father 
last Friday night. The farmers gathered 
here, at Gullford, at Manchester and 
other towns in this county and openly 
threatened lynching if the guilty party 
could be identified. Sheriff Axby has 4 
very strong guard of deputies at the 
jail tonight, where Louis Everson, known 
as “Black Ponto,’’ is held on suspicion. 
There is no doubt that this negro would 
have been lynched today but for the 
announcement that Albert Darling, who 
came here from Manchester, did net 
identify him as the negro who had called 
at the home of Mrs. Mary Griffin shortly 
before the assault on the Waisers, and 
none of the other neighbors could iden- 
tify the prisoner. 

While the crowds were coming into 
town a dispatch was received that ans 
other outrage had been, committed in 
the courity, and this diverted attention 
from the jail. Sheriff Axby with deputies 
was called in the morning to Weisburg, 
where an unknown negro, supposed to 
belong to the same railway construction 
gang, had criminally assaulted two little 
daughters of George Smith, a farmer. 
The sheriff was joined by many farmers 
in this chase and also by M. C. Cowdry 
with his bloodhounds. After a hard 
chase it was found that the negro had 
boarded a freight train in the afternoon 
on the Big Four railway at Sunman 
Station, and when telegrams were sent 
after the train the negro could not be 
found. 
the train, possibly before it reached the 
next station, but he was on the cars 
‘jong enough for the hounds to tese the 
trail. Sheriff Axby, Deputy Patches. and 
others returned to the jail here tonight, 
but the farmers with hounds are still 
scouring the country. Sheriff Axby has 
a theory that the negro who escaped 
from Weisburg today is the one who as:

tion was ever attempted. 

She says that since Judge Hargis was 
elected two years. ago there have been 
thirty-eight homicides in Breathitt coun- 
ty.

TU JOHN WESLEY 


Great Celebration Arranged by 
Savanna Methodists 


Three Tablets Provided by United 
States Government Will Be 
Placed at Scenes of Wesley’s 
Labors—Ministers Will 
Be Heard. 


May 24.—(Special.)—In 
all parts of the world where there are 
Methodist churches there will be cele- 
brations of the bicentennial of the birth 
of John Wesley, whom the Methodists 
€laim as the pioneer of the church. With 
more or less ceremony, wherever there 
are Methodists, will be the event ob- 
served, but in few places will there be 
any such ceremonies as will mark the 
celebration in Savannah, the scene of 
Wesley’s labors in America. 

Special preparations are now being 
made here for the celebration, and the 
promises of prominent men and splendid 
orators from the length and breadth of 
the land to be present have been se- 
cured. 

Beginning June 25 the celebration wees 
will occupy several days. During that 
period three suitably inscribed tablets 
will be placed upon the spots where Wes- 
ley labored during his sojourn in the 
then infant Savannah. These three places 
are, respectively, where Wesley lived, 
taught and preached. 

Programme of Exercises. 

Guests from all-sections of the south 
are looked for. A reduced rate for the 
Occasion has been granted by ‘the rail- 
roads, and it is expected that many zeai- 
ous Methodists will take advantage of it. 

On Thursday night, June 25, at Trinity 
church, ““Wesley, the Founder of Meth- 
odism,’’ will be the subject of an address 
by Judge Samuel B. Adams, of this city. 
By the claim that has been laid by the 
Episcopalians to Wesley and the further 
claim that the pioneer never intended the 
organization of the Methodist church, 
there has been great interest aroused 
of late in Judge Adams’ subject, and 
its treatment by so eloguent and gifted 
a speaker will be noted with genera! in- 
terest. 

“Chartes Wesley, the Hymnist of the 
Ages,’’ will be the address delivered the 
following evening by Bishop Charles B. 
Galloway, of Mississippi, but that day 
will be devoted to a trip to Bethesda Or- 
phan House, an institution that is more 
than one hundred and fifty years old, 
and which was established by George 
Whitfield, who followed hard upon the 
stay of John Wesley in Savannah.

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‘We reproduce The Philadelphia. Pub- 
lic Ledger’s local report of a meeting 
recently held in the Quaker City in the 
interest of the Fort Valley (Ga.) High 
and Industrial school, a negro institu- 


tion. 
Charles Bmory Smith, the well- 
Known Philadelphia editor and ex- 
postmaster general, acted as chairman, 
and such prominent friends of the ne- 
gro’s advancement as Colonel A. K. 
McClure, the veteran journalist, and 
George Foster Peabody and Dr. Wal- 
lace Buttrich, of the general education 
board, were the leading speakers, as 
was Hon. C. H. Gray and State Sena- 
tor H. A. Matthews, of Fort Valley, 
Ga. 

Unusual interest attaches to this 

meeting, which was especially enthus- 
jlastic, and some of the statements 
made by the distinguished speakers 
were noteworthy. 
Mr. Gray is doing a good work in the 
upbuilding of the Fort Valley indus- 
trial school, and the impression made 
by him upon this occasion in Philadel- 
phia was a decidedly favorable one. 
Some of the statements made by Mr. 
Gray, than whom no one knows the 
negro or understands the educational 
needs of the negro in Georgia better, 
were calculated to disabuse the north- 
ern mind of some unfortunate misap- 
prehensions concer-ing the part the 
south herself is playing in the moral 
and intellectual uplifting of the Afri- 
can race on southern soil. The south- 
ern states, almost without exception, 
are contributing to the limit of their 
financial ability to the instruction of 
the negro child in the public school, 
for the reason, as the Fort Valley 
gentleman said, that we “cannot afford 
to have them raised up in ignorance.” 
He did well to make it known that the 
general assembly of Georgia appropri- 
ated “$3 for tuition to every $1 income 
from the taxes paid by the colored peo- 
ple” of the state. 

But the keynote of the whole propa- 
ganda of negro upliftment was sounded 
by Colonel A. K. McClure when, as re- 
‘ported by The Philadelphia Inquirer, 
he declared that: 

The only solution of the great problem 
lies in the united efforts of the north and 
south to give the colored man a fair 
chance in the industrial world. No mat- 
ter how much we hear about the progress 
of the negro, there are no opportunities 
for the colored man in this city, save in 
the most menial occupations. The northern 
mechanic will not permit the negro to 
work by his side. We must not only edu- 
cate the blacks, but we also must educate 
the whites. There is just as much re- 
sponsibility in the north for the colored 
man’s position as there is in the south. 
It is, seriously, an open question 
whether the northern prejudice which 
refuses the negro the opportunity to. 
make a livelihood with his willing 
hands north of Mason and Dixon’s 
obliterated line, “save,” as Colonel 
McClure has said, “in the most menial 
occupations,” has not had more to do 
with giving the south a “race problem” 
than any possible culpability the south 
may have in the premises. The nor- 
mal distribution of ten or twelve mil- 
lion colored people throughout so 
vast a country as ours, with its eighty 
miliions of population, would not pre- 
sent a formal ethnological or social 
problem, and\there is small reason to 
doubt that, were it not for the very 
obstacle Colonel McClure mentions, 
such a distribution would ere this have 
been made, or now be far in the pro- 
gress of being made. Since the north- 
ern artisan and common laborer will 
not work beside the negro, nor permit 
him to work in his section at all, it 
follows that the negro must remain in 
the south, where his right to toil is not 
challenged by mob violence or adverse 
sentiment. In some localities south, 
therefore, the negro population is con- 
jested, and large masses- of them ex- 
ist in comparative idleness, with the 
inevitable attending viciousness and 
criminality. It is this abnormal condi- 
tion which has foisted the menace of 
negro ignorance upon the southern 
states. It is idle for our northern 
friends to argue that the negro hud- 
dles in abject poverty in the south 
from lack of ambition to better his 
condition elsewhere and because the 
south is his natural habitat. The 
climatic pretext has little force in 
fact, for tens of thousands of negroes 
have endeavored to settle in the north 


sands of others would be there today 
if protected in their right to labor. 
When, as suggested by Colonel Mc- 
Clure, the whites of the north are edu- 
cated up to the point of industrial 
toleration for the negro, we will wit- 
ness a more rational] distribution of 
the colored race among our northern 
friends, and no undue crowding of 
sections of the south by the same 
race. Once the prejudice complained 
of is dispelled, we shall hear infinitely 
less about the negro as a “problem.” 
The tonic of hope is in the brave 
words spoken at the meeting in ques- 
fion by Mr. Peabody and Dr. Buttrich. 
These words of the latter gentleman 
are well worth reproducing here: 
There are hundreds and thousands of 
white people in the south who are eager, 
for practital as well as sentimental rea- 
sons, to see the educational advancement 
of the colored race. There need be no 
fear of the attitude of the southern 
whites toward the negroes. All tafk to 
the contrary is for political ends and the 


conscience of the south rings true in this 
matter. 


A sound, honest talk, too, was made 
by J. H. Torbert, the principal of the 
Fort Valley school. He understands 
the value of an industrial training to 
his race. As he declared; “we have 
got to lift up these people or they 
will drag the white man down.” And 
the southern white man is doing his 
full part along this line.”

A Good Law, and Needed. 

Eight cases of serious dishonesty 
on the part of American officials have 
been discovered during the past year, 
according to the Associated Press 
cables from Manila. | 

Coupled with this statement comes 
the announcement that the civil gov- 
ernment has just passed an act re- 
quiring receivers of public funds to 
deposit them promptly and providing 
for a.monthiy examination of the ac- 
counts of the disbursers. Ai good law, 


coming at tfits time, like locking the 
stable doors after the animals have 
been carried off—but better late than 
not at all. 

But what about these eight cases of 
serious dishonesty? We have heard of 
two or three, but it’s evident there has 
been suppression of news somewhere. 
Is that Manila censor still doing busi- 
ness? 

The American people are - practical- 
ly united in their desire to give hearty 
support to Governor Taft and his col- 
leagues in the.unenviable task which 
it‘has fallen to them to perform, but 
there must be no suppression of news. 
We want and must have all the facts. 
It is only by dealing fairly and honest- 
ly with the people that the Philippines 
civil government can retain the con- 
fidence of the people “in the states.” 

And one other thing is necessary. 
That is the severest possible punish- 
ment for all these, offenders. Abso- 
lute honesty is the first essential to 
the su¢cess of the American govern- 
mert of the Philippines. Laws to pre- 
vent peculation will be worthless un- 
less an example is made of every mar 
who steals or in any way misuses his 
official place. 
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Looking for Trouble. 

It looks as if somebody in the post- 
office department were paving the way 
for some very pointed questioning by 
congress this winter. 

This particular line of inquiry will 
be entirely outside the scandals now 
receiving the attention of Fourth Assis- 
tant Postmaster General Bristow and 
his inspectors. It will have to do with 
the attitude of certain department of- 
ficials toward clerks in the railway 
mail service? 

It is announced in Washington dis- 
patches that a posta] clerk, whose 
home is at Kansas City, is about to be 
dismissed from the service because he 
has entered suit against the govern- 
ment for certain traveling expenses 
to which he believes he is entitled un- 
der the law. The law, it seems, pro- 
vides that railway mail clerks shall be 
allowed. certain travelling expenses 
when on duty away from their desig- 
nated headquarters. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion between the depart- 
ment officials and some of the clerks 
as to the meaning of this provision of 
the law, the clerks contending that 
‘cheadquarters” is the city in which they 
reside and from which they make their 
run, while the department has always 
construed the term to mean the route 
on which their runs are made and not 
the city or town in which they live. 

Clearly the term is open to-either 
construction. The department officials 
take the position that the clerks must 
submit, without questioning, to the de- 
partment construction, while the 
clerks believe they have the right to 
have the matter passed upon by the 
courts. In this it’ must be that the 
clerks are right. It seems most proba- 
ble that the construction placed upon 
the statute itself by the department 
autworities must be the correct one, but 
there can be no guod reason for at- 
tempting to evade a decision by the 
court of claims before which one of 
these cases is now pending. 

There is no possible excuse for pun- 
ishing a clerk for bringing such a 
suit. He is clearly within his rights 
as a citizen, and the postoffice officials 
who undertake to punish him are like- 
ly to bring down trouble upon their 
own heads. .

The Balance of Trade. 

Notwithstanding the barrier of a 
tariff that protects little else than 
trusts, the people o. the United States 
are buying a surprising amount of for- 
eign goods. The official report of our 
foreign commerce for the ten months 
ending with April shows that the gain 
in the volume of trade is almost whol- 
ly in the increase of imports. 

Take the month of April. The ex- 
} ports for the month amounted to $199,- 
542,638, against $109,169,873 in the 
same month last year—a nearly sta- 
tionary showing—while the imports 
made the very considerable advance 
of from $75,822,268 to $87,715,198. 
With a gain of over $12,500,000 in the 
volume of trade, all but the small mat- 
ter of less than half a million was 
represented by imports. For the ten 
months in question the exports were 
$1,223,740,663, against $1,190,157,387 
for a corresponding period of time the 
preceding year, nearly equaling the 
high-water mark of 1901; but, remark- 
ably enough, tae imports show .a 
Steady increase from $676,124,805 in 
1901, and $754,516,807 in 1902, to the 
enormous sum of $864,720,889 for the 
period last reported. The balance of 
trade is evidently falling like a barom- 
eter ina muggy atmosphere. The dimi- 
nution is shown to be from $584,298,- 
012 in the 1901 ten-month period, and

Science and Weligion. 

We are often hearing from dabblers 
around the outskirts of science that 
there is a clash between science and 
religion; that the two things are abso- 
lutely incompatible; that a study of 
the sciences, and especially of the cre- 
ation of the universe, must necessarily 
destroy all belief in a Creator. 

It is interesting, in the light of such 
declarations, to read the testimony of 
the man who stands first among the 
great students of today. In a letter to 
The London Times, Lord Kelvin, who 
has devoted his life to the study of the 
mystery of physics, writes: 

“Is there anything so absurd as to 
believe that a number of atoms by 
falling together of their own accord 
can make a sprig of moss, a microbe, 
a living animal?” 

He characterizes as utterly absurd 
the attempt:to explain these things or 
any case of the coming into existence, 
or growth, or the continuation of the 
molecular combination presented in 
the bodies of living things as being 
merely “the fortuitous concourse of 
atoms”—a phrase in whica some al- 
leged scientists delight. “Scientific 
thought,” he declares, “is compelled 
to accept the idea of creative power. 
Every action of human free will is a 
miracle to physical and chemical and 
mathematical science.” 

Lord Kelvin tells of having once 
asked the great Liebig whether he 
believed that the grass and flowers 
grew by mere chemical force. “No,” 
was the prompt reply, “no more than 
I believe that a book of botany describ- 
ing them could grow by mere chemical 
forces.”

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“There will be an extra session of con- 
gress, immediately after the November 
elections, and its nominal purpose will 
be to put through a bill or joint resolu- 
tion makifg effective the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty,” sald Hon W. C. Lov- 
ering, of Massachusetts, yesterday. “But 
the real purpose of that session will be 
to take up a currency bill.” — 

Mr. Lovering is one of the most prom- 
inent republican members of congress. 
He is largely interested in southern cot- 
ton mills and is at the Piedmont while 
locking after some of his interests in this 
section of the country. 

“Yes,” he continued, “the Cuban ques- 
tion will be the nominal work in hand, 
but the most important and in many re- 
spects the most pressing will be currency 
legislation, No, I do not think the bill 
which will be supported by the republicans 
ef both houses will be the Aldrich biil, 
23 it Was considered by the senate in 
the closing days of the last congress. 
That was recognized as a temporary 
measure, well enough if we could get 
nothing better; but we will have ample 
time this fall to give the something bct- 
ter which the business interests of the 
country demand, There must be a great- 
er amount of currency, and it must be of 
a fiexible nature, expanding as the needs 
of business demand and contracting in 
the same way, One fault with the pres- 
ent law is that the amount of national 
bank notes which cap be withdrawn is 
too closely restricted. Banks cannot be 
expected to put out currency unless it 
pays them to do so. Given the power to 
expand the volume, they should at the 
same time be given the power to retire 


“their notes to meet changing. conditions. 


A currency cannot be truly elastic which 
coes not work both ways. I am a be- 
liever in what is known as asset curren- 
cy and I believe something of the kind 
is bound to come. In any event, the leg- 
islation to be expected from this congress 
will go farther than the Aldrich bill in 
some particulars. We have the time to 
perfect the currency system and will do 
something more than adopt a temporary 
measure.,”’ 


“You have, doubtiess, seen that there 
is a political movement against United 
States Senator Taliaferro, of our state,’’ 
said Mr. S. C. Barnett, a well known west 
Florida man. “It is true that the poli- 
ticlans are scheming for the geat the 
Jacksonville man holds, but, in my judg- 
ment, they might just as well stop it. I 
am no politician, but I know how the 
people of my part of the state feel, and 
if the others ‘are like we are it will be 
found that the magnificent work which 
Senator Taliaferro has done in Washing- 
ton for his state is fully appreciated. We 
have never had a senator who has been 
as active or as successful in Plorida’s 
interest. I do not mean to disparage any 
of the others, but the work Senator Talia- 
ferro has done speaks for itself. Some 
of the politicians do not realize it, but I 
believe it to be a fact that the southern 
people are caring a great deal more these 
days for representatives in both houses 
of congress who will look afttr the 
interests of their states and their con- 
stituents than for those who devote their 
time to hair-splitting over what they 
conceive to be party principles. The peo- 
ple do not look for sacrifice of principles 
and would not stand that, of course; but 
they want men at Washington who are 
ready to work in season and-out for the 
Flori- 
da has such a mgn in Senator Taliaferro, 
and I do not believe either John stock- 
ton or Governor Jennings will be able 
to defeat him.”’ 


“The most practical scheme for the 
promotion of good roads with which I 
have come in contact was that advanced 
at St. Louis by Senator Latimer, of South 
Carolina,’’ said Colonel J. C. Hansell, of 
Kansas City, yesterday. “I attended the 
good roads convention held there at the 
Same time as the dedication of the expo- 
sition, and I was deeply impressed at the 
forcefulness and earnestness of the South 
Carolina senator in his advocacy of gov- 
ernment aid to the good road movement. 
He believes that the government should 
set aside a fund with which to cooperate 
with the states in huilding decent roads, 
arguing that internal roads are as much 
highways of commerce ag the rivers for 
the improvement of which the federal 
government bears the entire expense. Fed- 
eral aid, according to his notion, would 
inspire state aid. If the government 
bears half the expense, the getate a 
fourth and the local community the other 
fourth,. the burden will be fairly distrib- 
uted and the greatest possible incentive 
will be furnished the counties of each 
state to take hold of the road-building 
problem in a practical, effective way. I 
am regarded as something of a crank on 
this subject myself, but I can not help 
feeling that there is no other way in 
which. the entire country would be as 
greatly benefited as by the deyelopment of 
the good roads idea.’’

‘“Tihe next morning Jim rode into camp 
on a stolen wagon, in which he had a 
keg of peach brandy, a hive of honey, a 
sack of meal and a freshly killed porker. 

“Talk about good eating, oh, my, you 
young bloods don’t know what it means 
to have a meal like that we prepared 
when that negro reached camp. Peach 
brandy and honey, pork chops and good 
corn bread. My mouth waters now when 
I think of it. That was eating, I tell 
you, and especially for a man who had 
been living off corn on the ear for ten 
days." oR 

Colonel Thomas thinks Atlanta one of 
the greatest towns in the country. 

“You see, I have watched the growth 
of your city since 1856, when I first vis- 
ited here, and it has been marvelous. In 
those early days it was nothing more 
than a cross-roads village. 

“You have some magnificent taverns 
here now. There is nothing helps a city 
like good hotels. 

“I teil you what, though, it is about 
time you Atlantans were Foden of 
Noah’s ark, But I understand that you 
will have a new union station before 
long."’

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COMPANY HAS COMPLAINED 


Policemen, It Is Said, Do Not Treat 
Company and Its Patrons With 
Proper Consideration. 

A Halt Is 
Called. 


The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany has complained to the chief of po- 
lice that members of the police force 
have not been treating the company with 
proper consideration. 

Chief Ball has, therefore, issued some 
instructions in which he asks the police- 
men to be careful to treat the company 
with due courtesy. 

He first says that the company has 
complained that officers make petty 
cases against the railroad and he advises 
that officers should not persecute the 
corporation. 

Second, he says that the company has 
complained that officers have refused 
to give the corporation the facts about 
accidents and he states that requests of 
the kind should be granted. 

Third, he says that policemen should 
be careful about obeying the rule which 
does not permit a policeman riding on @ 
car unless properly uniformed. 

Fourth, he says that the car company 
is under no obligation to ride policemen 
free and that officers should give up their 
‘seats to paid passengers. 

Fifth, he notifies the policemen that 
the company, when riding them free, does 
so at the officers’ risk. 

Sixth, he says that the company is a 
heavy tax payer and is entitled to the 
same consideration at the hands of the 
officers as any other business interest 
in the city. 

The chief concludes by saying that he 
will insist that in the future the com- 
pany receive the hearty cooperation of 
the force, and he advises that all the 
rules and requirements of the compayy 
be complied with strictly.

“Much of the worship of God even in 
our.own Christian land is vain and use- 
less. Jesus announced to the woman of 
Samaria with whom He was holding 
that remarkable coriversation, that the 
worship of God was not Umited to any 
piace. The Samaritans worshiped on 
Mount Gerizim, and the Jews thought 
that Jerusalem was the place in. which 
God should be worshiped. But our Lord 
taught that God could be worshiped any- 
where aceeptably, if He was worshiped 
irepirit-and in truth. 
heart of the worshiper and cares not 
for. the. place. God-is everywhere and 
He.may be worshiped everywhere. God 
is in our homes, in the shops, in the 
kitchen, on the roadside. God desires 
true worshipers. No otherg will be ac- 
ceptable to Him. He cannot be deceived. 
In what does the- worship of God con- 
sist? | 

“Let us today see whether or not we 
are true- worshipers. Prayer is an im- 
portant part of the worship of God. 
There can be no true worship without 
prayer. But much of our prayer is not 
true worship. Often God is not in our 
thoughts. If we do not pray in the 
spirit it is no prayer. The prayer, how- 
ever beautiful, will not be heard unless 
it comes from the heart. It must be a 
spiritual communion with God. 

“We should worship God also in song. 
We are commanded to sing unto the 
Lord and to come before Him with sing- 
ing. This is an important part of the 
worship of God. And yet much of this 
worship is not acceptable to God. The 
music in our churches is not always 
spiritual worship, because it is not ren- 
dered in spirit ‘and in truth. It is false 
worship. If the music is not rendered 
by godly people then it is not true wor- 
ship. It is an abomination. No ungodly 
man or woman can worship God. It is 
not acceptable. The music in some of 
our churches. by choruses and quartets 
is often a miserable farce as far as wor- 
ship is concerned. | 

“The songs may be sacred, but the 
worship offered by unconsecrated singers 
is not true worship. The so-called sa- 
cred concerts given on the Sabbath day 
in opera houses and in parks by un- 
godly musicians are simply a travesty on 
religion. The rendering of church hymns 
and other sacred music by the profane 
does not make the concert sacred. The 
hymns, ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ ‘“‘Je- 
sus, Lover of My Soul,’’ or the ‘Holy 
City,’”’ however beautifully rendered by 
ungodly people, do not make the concert 
Sacred in any sense. These sacred hymns 
or others, are thrown in to catch the 
ear of the church, to deceive the people. 
No music, however beautiful, is true wor- 
ship unless it is offered by true spiritual 
worshipers, 

“The reading and preaching of the 
word are also a part of worship. But 
all preaching, however, eloquent, is not 
true worship. ‘If the preaching is not 
for the glory of God, tnen it is no part 
of true worship, and it is powerless to 
bless and to save. The reading and 
preaching of the word must be done in 
spirit and in truth. The preacher must 
be in the spirit of worship, or his preach- 
ing is vain, j 

“There is but little of true worship 
today, even in our churches. Too much 
show and too much fashion. Many are 
guilty of sacrilege in the music 
dered. Our most beautiful and sacred 
hymns and anthems are often profaned 
by false worshipers. The most sacred 
music is desecrated by ungodly orches- 
tras and bands. 

“Street car companies and other cor- 
porations for the sake of money advertise 
so-called sacred concerts in theaters and 
parks on the Sabbath day. But these 
concerts are not sacred, nor are they any 
part of God’s worship. There is no spirit 
of worship in them. The whole thing is a 
scheme of the devil, and he uses it for 
his own purposes. It is a device to draw 
the people away from church and to 
break up the holiness of the day. With 
all such sacred music the devil is well 
pleased and God is dishonored.’’ 
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The meeting at the Central Baptist 
church, corner YVorsyth and Garnett 
streets, continues with unabated inter- 
est.

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“The king loved Esther above all the |! 
Women, and she obtained grace and fa- 
vors in his sight, and he made her queen 
instead of Vashti.’” Esther ii, 17. 

Every Bible student must have much 
interest in the study of Esther, if for 
no other reason, the fact that she should 
be honored with the book of Esther in 
the Old Testament. But a still more 
striking fact is that the book bearing 
her name does not contain the name of 
God. It seems to have been the purpose 
of the Holy Spirit to let this section 
chronicle the natural sequences of human | 
vanity without reference to any over- 
ruling power. God often veils Himself 
for the sake of letting one see the nat- 
uralness of His Government. Suppose 
some one says, “I don’t believe in inspira- 
tion at all.” What difference does it 
make? His disbelief does not change 
the operation of divine law. Wrong do- 
ing bears its own fruit. ‘““‘Whatsoever a 
man soweth that shall he also reap.” 
This is a common law of nature, and 
needs not to ‘have the stamp of inspira- 
tion to guarantee its authenticity. 

The same is true of the book of Esther. 
Tike Ecclesiastes it is a book which 
deals with “life under the sun.”” But 
Wwe are not to deal so much with her 
book as with Esther herself. 

Ahasuerus was king of Persia, the 
greatest empire then in existence. It 
extended from India Ethiopia, and 
contained 127 provinces or states. Never 
did there reign a more lecherous old mon- 
arch. In the third year of his reign 
he gave a great banquet to his nobles, his 
princes and the various governors of 
his many provinces. At this feast he 
was to show the glories of his kingdom 
and his own personal glory. As some one 
has said in speaking of another, ‘‘His 
vanity was his gilory.’’ Of course, at 
this banquet everybody drunk. At 
the same time Vashti, the queen, gave 
a feast to the women, but though this 
was a feast for women there was not 
half so much vanity as among the men. 
The world has slandered woman in this 
respect. The vainest thing that walks 
this earth is man. Woman is anxiously 
‘proud, but man is stupidly vain. On the 
seventh day of the king’s feast “‘the heart 
of the king was merry with wine.” In 
this drunken state he ordered his serv- 
ants to fetch Vashti, the queen, into 
his presence that he might exhibit the 
beauty of her person to his reveling,

aid jn Cuba, wait until they- blow up a 
gun boat before the cry of humanity can 
penetrate our capitol at Washington. Oh, 
that something could be done, though it 
be the pleading of an Esther. The re- 
cent lies of the Russian minister at Wash- 
ington, endeavoring to excuse his govern- 
ment, has further outraged justice. Eve- 
ry one at all acquainted with history 
knows his utterances are lies. Mordecai 
said to Esther: “I want liberty.’’ He 
called her attention -to the fact that she 
was a Jewess, and that unless she came 
to their rescue he would tell on her. What 
a predicament! Of course, there was 
nothing else for her but to make the ap- 
peal, though it was with fear and trem- 
bling. It is always different when one's 
self is involved. Some people feel awful 
hard because they are not petted, when 
it is a known fact that they woyld not 
bend 2 inches to pet anybody on earth. 
Mordecai brought it home. How impor- 
tant! There would be very little trou- 
ble if we would put ourselves in others’ 
places. This awful Russian. outrage 
would be solved in a day if Washington 
would take the place of a Jew for one 
minute. If nothing is done by this ad- 
ministration I’m in favor of taking it 
into the conventions. Let there he a 
clear, ringing declaration of our oppo- 
sition to religious persecution among any 
peSple of earth. 

Sowing and Reaping. 

At the proper time Esther appeared be- 
fore the king. From the description of 
her that we find in the book bearing 
her name she must have looked very 
beautiful.

Since the 
King had issued a decree for the death 
of the Jew, and knowing Mordecai to 
be a Jew, he concluded that the matter 
might be settled that way, .so he con-

Vashti’s refusal greatly angered the 
king in his drunken state. Doubtless.it 
would not have affected him so much 
if her refusal had not been known to 
his guests before. whom he had talked 
eo big of his power and his ‘greatriess } 
It don’t hurt the average man to know 
that his wife won't be bossed, but it 
kills him to find that other people know 
it. 

But the king was not lacking in sym- 
pathizers and advisers. And, as in most 
such cases today, the sympathy Its on 
the side of the man. The poor woman 
ofttimes carrying in her heart the real 
root of the matter, too timid to talk and 
too strong to yield, has to bear the 
blame.- The king’s sympathizers did not 
stop with that, they pressed the matter 
to a separation of man and wife. How 
often it is that meddlers have divided 
a home. Of course, the queen was not 
going to recant. She would separate be- 
fore she would do-it; and: I don’t blame 
her. The king, instead of reforming, suf- 
fered it to be so. He had no character 
and she knew it. How could she recant? 

Now. comes the excitement. It is not 
very uncommon for an old bachelor, espe- 
cially a widower bachelor. to get him an 
agent or two to select a wife. I have a 
few such contracts now. But it is. un- 
common to find so many. King Ahasue- 
rus appointed agents to go through all 
his provinces and look out for the fairest 
virgins and bring them into his palace 
and remain with him for a-period and the 
one that pleased him best should be 
queen. Among those sent out was Mor- 
decai, a Jew, who had been brought 
from Jerusalem a captive. He had a first 
cousin by the name of Esther, who was 
said to be the prettiest woman in the 
empire. She was, however, a Jewess. 
And if he succeeds in presenting her to 
the king that must be kept a secret. 
So the plot was carried out. Esther 
agreed to keep the secret. Anything to 
get into the royal family. The same then 
as today. There are scores of American 
women today who would be glad to be the 
Servant-mistress of any third-rate Euro- 
pean count. The secret was kept. Wom- 
an’s tongue was vindicated. At the prop- 
er time Esther was brought before the 
king and crowned queen. What a leap 
this was. In such a short time she 
went from a poor, despised Jewish peas- 
ant woman to the throne of the greatest 
empire in existence. 

Persecuting the Jews. 


Here the real trouble began. In the 
king’s court was one Haman, who be- 
Came enraged with Mordecai, who sat in 
the king’s gate as a watchman. Mardecai 
was a Jew, and it was very easy to 
work up feeling concerning the Jews, 
just as it is today in Russia. Any- 
thing is taken as a pretext to butcher a 
Jew. To avenge Mordecai Haman suc- 
ceeded: in getting the king to decree 
death for all Jews in his kingdom. When 
Mordecai learned of this he went over 
in front of the King’s palace and cried, 
so that the young Queen heard him and 
sent food and raiment to him. She was 
greadly moved. Mordecai would not have 
her raiment. He wanted the cruel hand 
of the king checked. Just what the 
poor Russian Jews want today. To hear 
the powers of the earth passing reso- 
lutions of Sympathy and doing nothing 
to stop that awful butchery jis sicken- 
ing. Why don't our government lay aside 
commercialism this once and do some- 
thing for humanity. Must we do as we 


sume in his heart to do so?” 


Structed’a gallows that Mordecai might 
be hanged thereon, It was his inten- 
tion the next day to go before the king 
and ask for the execution of this hated 
Jew. That night, however, while Haman 
was constructing the gallows the king 
was reading the book of records, and in 
that he found an account of Mordeca: 
saving the king’s life by vigilant watch- 
fulness at the gate. The next day when 
Haman came to make his request known 
the king asked him: ‘‘What shall-be done 
unto the man whom the king delights to 
honor?’ Haman in his conceit, thinking

It seems 
to me if there is anything worse than 
crow, Haman ate that. Think of it! 
Having to go and place the royal robe 
upon the despised Jew who sat at the 
gate, the very man the thought of whom 
sO. marred the prospect for the banquet. 
The next we hear of Haman he is with 
the king at Esther’s banquet. Here Esther 
made known to‘the king the fact that she 
was a Jewess and thus condemned by 
his decree... That her blood and her kin- 
dred were being sought By those who 
had no mercy. That she had held her 
tongue, but the time had come when she 
must speak. She begged that the king 
would at least spare her life. She showéd 
him that this persecution of her kindred 
Was because of jealousy and hatred. 
Upon hearing this the King said: ‘“‘Who 
is he, and where is he that darest pre- 
Then it was 
that the nerve of this remarkable woman 
was put to the test, when she turned to 
the bigoted, self-conceited Haman and 
said: ‘The adversary and enemy is this 
wicked Haman.” Then one of the serv- 
ants of the palace said to the king: ‘‘Be- 
hold the gallows which Haman had made 
for Mordecai, who had spoken good for 
the king. standeth in the house of Ha- 
man.’’ Then the king uttered those sol- 
emn and fearful words: ‘Hang him 
thereon.” What a remarkable declara. 
tion! The last we see of Haman he is

But not only was Haman thus execut- 
ed, later on we find his ten sons likewise 
hanged upon the gallows, and the Jews 
throughout the entire empire given their 
liberty to go and come like other citizens, 

Final Suggestions. 

There is no more interesting , book in 
the Bible. The story that it contains is 
ene of interest from the first verse in 
the first chapter until the last. I have 
never found my interest so’ keen in the 
study of any book. The practical sug- 
gestions are so many that one feels 
ashamed toattempt anything like a just 
review of the remarkable character that 
figures in the book. I must beg indul- 
gence, however, while I make a few 
suggestions at the close. 

First, concerning the law of retribution. 
There is nothing more plainiy taught in 
history, both sacred and profane, than 
this great truth. We all see it standing 
cut on the pages of history. Go to the 
old Ghetto in Rome. There the Jewish 
people were once kept inclosed by a huge 


gate, if so it Was death on the spot. They 
were forced to live in filth and poverty 
without any opportunity whatever to bet- 
ter their condition; ofttimes scourged and 
persecuted .in every possible way. But 
how about it today? Has this law of re+- 
ribution been suspended? Certainly not. 
In the very center of the Ghetto, near ihe 
banks of the Tiber, stands today a Jewish 
synagogue in which I had the privilege 
of attending worship. Just below. this

Walking through the campus. of the syn- 
agogue one afternoon I saw a Catholic, 
priest, a member of that church which 
had in former days visited all this per- 
secution upon the Jew, Zeing chased by 
something like twenty-five or fifty boys 
and girls. I could but feel as I saw this 
a bit of rejoicing. While I do not believe | 
in mob violence for any cause, at the 
same time I could not help taking off my 
rat to the youngsters, who, still feeling:

Rome, would not allow one of its repre- 
sentative to attempt to propagate his 
religion in their midst. 

We too often look upon the operation of 
this law as somefning to dread. Why 
should we not face the other side? There 
is in it equally as much to rejoice over. 
Poor, dejected, disappointed soul, take 
comfort from it. It is for you. God in 
His own time will bring about the day for 
leveling up things. 
deserts are known to God. He keeps 
books. That day will come some time. 
No cloud ever stood still; it is bound to 
move. The elements that go to make it 
are themselves forced to shift. 

Praised Through Wrath. 

Lastly, I must call attention to the way 
God has ef bringing life out of chaos. 
From every point of view Mordecdi’s plot 
was censurable. It was a deliberate plan 
to deceive the king. And yet when we 
take in the circumstances of the times 
in which he lived it was not sq bad. Mor- 
decai knew that Esther would make the 
king a good queen and a good wife. He 
knew also that the fact of her having 
Jewish blood in her would not prevent 
her in the exercise of either of these 
functions. Still the plot Esther acquiesced 
in was wrong. But see how God over- 
rules and makes even “the wrath of man 
to praise Him.’ Through Esther deliver- 
unee comes to tue whole Jewish people. 
This to me is a cause for great rejoicing, 
the fact that God does not cut us off 
because of our mistakes and for our sins; 
that He still exercises watchfulness and 
stands by to help us. Oh, how gracious 
God is! Who is it that does not love 
Him? Who is it that is not brought low 
in humiliation to say, Father? Who is it 
that has to be begged and urged to con- 
fess Him, to stand for Him in His sanctu- 
ary, to uphold Him in worship? Pity! 
pity! the one who) is so ungrateful, so 
stupid, so vile as not to dedicate himself 
and al' that he has to the furtherance of 
the glory of God.

As soon as the wind of adversity 
smites the chords, the heart begins to 
play, and when God sends a hurricane of 
terrible trial you will hear strains of sub- 
mission and faith, and even of sublime 
confidence and holy exuitation, which we 
never could have heard in the calm hours 
of prosperity.

‘Cordelia E. 
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by Pastor—Dr. Len G. 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday 
morning on the subject of true worship * 
of God. During the discourse the min- 
ister attacked the so-called sacred con- 
certs given in the theaters and parks on 


Sundays. His text was John iv, 23: “But 
the hour cometh and now is when the 
true worshipers shall worship the Father 
in spirit 


Rest assured your) 


‘worshiping because he is a religious be- 
ing. But all men are not’ true wor- 
shipers. All do not worship the true 
God, do all who’ worship Him 
worship Him in spirit and In truth.” 
“Much of the worship 6f God even in 
our.own Christian land is vain and use- 
less. Jesus announced to the woman of 
Samaria with whom He was holding 
that remarkable conversation, that the 
worship of God was not limited to any 
place. The Samaritans worshiped on 
Mount Gerizim, and the Jews thought 


} that Jerusalem was the place in. which 


God should be worshiped. But eur Lord 
tapght that God could be worshiped any- 
where acceptably, if He was worshiped 
itfrepirit.and in truth. God looks at the 
heart ‘of the worshiper and cares not 
for the. place. God-is everywhere and 
He.may be worshiped everywhere. God 
is in our homes, in the shops, in the 
kitchen, on the roadside. God. desires 
true worshipers. No others will be ac- 
ceptable to Him. He cannot be deceived. 
In what does the. worship of God con- 
sist? 

“Let us today see whether or not we 
are true worshipers. Prayer is an im- 
portant part of the worship of God. 
There can be no true worship without 
prayer. But much of our prayer is not 
true worship. Often God is not in our 
thoughts. If we do not pray in the 
spirit it is no prayer. The prayer, how- 
ever beautiful, will not be heard unless 
it comes from the heart. It must be a 
Spiritual communion with God. 

“We should worship God also in song. 
We are commanded to sing unto the 
Lord and’ to come before Him with sing- 
ing. This is an important part of the 
worship of God. And yet much of this 
worship is not acceptable to God. The 
music in our churches is not always 
spiritual worship, because it is not ren- 
dered in spirit ‘and in truth. It is false 
worship. If the music is not rendered 
by godly people then it is not true wor- 
ship. It is an abomination. No ungodly 
man or woman can worship God. It is 
not acceptable. The music in some of 
our churches by choruses and quartets 
is often a miserable farce as far as wor- 
Ship is concerned. 

“The songs may be sacred, but the 
worship offered by unconsecrated singers 
is not true worship. The so-called sa- 
cred concerts given on the Sabbath day 
in opera houses and in parks by un- 
godly musicians are simply a travesty on 
religion. The rendering of church hymns 
and other sacred music by the profane 
does not make the concert sacred. The 
hymns, ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’’ ‘‘Je- 
sus, Lover of My Soul,’ or the ‘Holy 
City,”’” however beautifully rendered by 
ungodly people, do not make the concert 
Sacred in any sense. These sacred hymns 
or others, are thrown in to catch the 
ear of the church, to deceive the people. 
No music, however beautiful, is true wor- 
ship unless it is offered by true spiritual 
worshipers. 

“The reading and preaching of the 
word are also a part of worship. But 
all preaching, however, eloquent, is not 
true worship. ‘If the preaching is not 
for the glory of God, tnen it is no part 
of true worship, and it is powerless to 
bless and to save. The reading and 
preaching of the word must be -done in 
spirit and in truth. The preacher must 
be in the spirit of worship, or his preach- 
ing is vain, 

“There is but little of true worship 
today, even in our churches, Too much 
show and too much fashion. Many are 
guilty of sacrilege in the music ren- 
dered. Our most beautiful and sacred 
hymns and anthems are often profaned 
by false worshipers. The most sacred 
music is desecrated by ungodly orches- 
tras and bands. 

“Street car companies and other cor- 
porations for the sake of money advertise 
so-called sacred concerts in theaters and 
parks on the Sabbath day. But these 
concerts are not sacred, nor are they any 
part of God’s worship. There is no spirit 
of worship in them. The whole thing is a 
scheme of the devil, and he uses it for 
his own purposes. It is a device to draw 
the people away from church and to 
break up the holiness of the day. With 
all such sacred music the devil is well 
pleased and God is dishonored.’’ 
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The meeting at the Central Baptist 
church, corner Yorsyth and Garnett 
streets, continues with unabated inter- 
est. Many have requested prayer for 
themselves or others, and some have 
professed faith in Christ. The earnest, 
tender appeals made by the Rev. Paul 
Price, who is assisting the pastor in 
these meetings, move the hearts of all. 
At 11 o’clock Sunday the illustrations 
in his sermon on “Praising God for His 
Blessings’’ melted the entire congrega- 
tion to tears. The removal from Walker 
street to its present quarters (the old 
Jewish synagogue) makes this church 
convenient to the hotels and boarding 
houses in the cenger of the city. With 
Rev. S. R. C. Adams as pastor, a man 
‘mighty in the Scriptures,’’ this congre- 
gation is destined to become one of the 
leading factors for good in Atlanta. 

Preaching every night at 8 o’clock and 
Bible readings every afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock except Monday and Saturday.

“We may go away from our loving 
Father,’ said the preacher, ‘and rebel 
against a discipline in the Christian life 
that is enforced by His cOmmandments, 
thinking that worldly happness is the 
best, yet God still loves and yearns for 
our loyalty, our affections and our great- 
est good. ‘Thou shait not’ may seem 
hard. .Obedience shows the better love 
of God than we have for ourselves. Trials 
are, imposed, sorrows are inflicted, be- 
reavements are s@nt upon us, yet in ail 
these dispensations of divine providence, 
if we only. place ourselves unreservedly 
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t o | love. God's disposition toward all of 
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creatures is that flower. Would we hold 
it in our poor broken lives, then let noth- 
ing separate us from Him.” 
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The evening service at the Central Con- 
gregational church yesterday was appro- 
priate to the national memoria! day, a 
sermon being delivered by the pastor, Dr. 
Frank E. Jenkins, on: the: subject, ““Twin 
Enemies of the Country and the King- 
dom.”" The text was from the thirteenth 
chapter of Luke, - twenty-ninth verse, 


“They shall come from the east and from 
the west, from the north and from the 


God.” 

Dr. Jenkins spoke of che civil was as an 
unavoidable result of a weakness of the 
constitution of the United States, a lack 
of clearness that gave room for sectional 
differences as to the proper construction 
to be put upon its wording and allowed 
questions to arise that became so great 
that only war could answer them. He 
referred to the incalculable cost of the 
war, but stated that, though the cost was 
beyond computation, the results tha have 
follewed have been worth the cost and 
pointed out the nation’s gain in wealth, 
in power, in happiness and in Christianity. 

The forty years that have past since 
the subduing of sectional hate and bitter- 
ness and the greater brotherly love of all 
the people, the building of a reunited 
country and the strengthening of every 
part of it. ! 

The speaker paid a glowing tribute to 
the bravery of the soldiers on both sides 
and said that as the soldiers marched in- 
to the battles of war so must Christians 
march unflinchingly into. the battles of 
peace and in this connection pointed out 
the duty of Christian people in the fight 
against the great twin enemies of the 
country and the church—sectarianism and 
sectionalism. In strong language the 
spirit of sectarianism that seeks to build 
up one church or one denomination to 
the injury to others was denounced and 
those who seek to make political capital 
or advance selfish interests by an effort 
to reopen the old wounds of sectional bit- 
terness were severely arraigned. Dr. 
Jenkins besought his hearers to use their 
influence to put down the evil that fcl- 
lows the attempts by designing men to 
stir up strife over questions that shouid 
be discussed and settled in a Christian 
spirit and. concluded his discourse with a 
touching reference to the dead of both

Oklahoma People Thought 
a Tornado Had Struck 
Them. 


Oklahoma City, May 24.—Oklahoma 
City and vicinity was visited Saturday 
night and Sunday morning by the heav- 
jest rainfall and most severe electrical 
storm known in the history of the city. 
Many persons thought that the city would 
experience a tornado, and spent the night 
in caves, All day today and tonight 
more than half the city has been under 
water, and, in some instances, water is 
3 feet deep in houses. It requires boats 
to transport the women apd children 
through the streets to higher and dryer 
land. 

The basements under many of the big 
wholesale houses are flooded, the water in 
some cases being 10 feet deep. 

It is estimated that the total loss from 
the flood will reach $100,000. Traffic on 
the electric railway ig suspended on ac- 
count of the power honse being under 
water. All trains into this city, with the 
exception of The Santa Fe, are water- 
bound, and many washouts are reported 
west on the Choctaw. The Canadian riv- 
ér at this point is over a quarter of a 
mile wide, with a 4-foot rise in sight. 

It is reported that several people in 
the bottoms could not escape the flood 
and were drowned. This, regort, how- 
ever, can not be verified.

Reported That It Has Pur- 
chased the Tennessee 
Central. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 24.—(Special.) 
It was stated yesterday afternoon by a 
prominent official of the Louisville and 
Nashville road, that that company has 
ag bottled up the @ty of Nashville 
by purchasing the Tennessee Central all 
the way from Clarksville to Harriman, 

It was said by the official, with the un- 
derstanding that his name should not he 
used, that the Tennessee Central was 
purchased before President Jere Baxter 
resigned. He said: 

“The physical connection now being 
ma@ at Nashville between the two roads 
is an element in carrying out the deal. 
The construction of the Tennessee Ceén- 
tral into Harriman and the oonstruction 
of the Louisville and Nashville from 
Oliver Springs to Harriman Junction, is 
the closing up of the loop between Knox- 
ville and Clarksville.” 

There are a number of things which 
have been mentioned tending to prove 
the correctness of the information.. Some 
time ago it was stated that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville would connect across 
the mountains from Harriman to Leba- 
non. It was stated last week that the 
work of securing the right of way from 
Oliver Srpings to Harriman would be 
commenced at an early date and the Of- 
ficial stated yesterday that such was the 
case and the neck connection was cer- 
tain to be constructed.

Late one summer’s afternoon Chopin and 
I sat talking in my studio. 

1 spoke of music and he of painting. 
Strange, is it not? Artists are very fond 
of exchanging views in this way. 

In one corner of the room stood a piano 
and in another the complete skeleton of 
a man, with a large white cloth thrown, 
ghostlike, about it. 

I noticed that now and again Chopin's 
gaze would wander, and, from my knowl- 
edge of the man, I knew that his thoughts 
were far away 
roundings. 

More than that, I knew that he was com- 
posing. 

Presently he rose from his seat without 

a. word,, walked over to the skeleton, and 
removed the cloth. He then carried it to 
the piano, and, seating himself, touk the 
hideous object upon his knees. 
_A strange picture of life and death! 
Then drawing the white cloth round him- 
self and the skeleton, he held the latter's 
fingers over his own and began to play. 

There was no hesitation in the slow, 
measured flow of sound which he and the 
skeleton conjured up. 

As the music swelled in a louder strain 
I closed my eyes, for there was some- 
thing wierd in that picture of man and 
skeleton seated at the piano, with the 
shadows of evening Meepening around 
them and the ever-Sweilling and ever- 
softening music filling the air with mys- 
tery. 

And I knew I was listening to a compo- 
sition which would live forever. 

The music ceased, and when I looked 
up the piano chair was empty, and on the 
floor lay Chopin’s unconscious form, and 
beside him, smashed all to pieces, was 
the skeleton I prized so much. 

The great composer had swooned, but

Bernard Shaw’s New Play. 


London Daily Mail: Mr, Bernard Shaw 
has this week sent his new play to the 
printer, and though it is prepared for the 
stage with all the author’s customary 
technical elaboration, he defies any liy- 
in manager to produce it.

SECRETARY HAY LISTENS 
TO HERBERT’S SORROWS 


Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—Be- 
cause Mr. Bowen in his Blue Book on the 
Venezuelan negotiations at Washington 
inserted a number of foot notes to make 
the connection between the various ex- 
changes clear, the British ambassador, 
Sir Michael H. Herbert, has come to 
Secretary Hay with a long tale of woe 
about “offended dignity.” 

To soothe the ambassador's wounded 
feelings Secretary Hay has assured him 
that the Blue Book was not a publica- 
tion of the state department, and that 
therefore satisfaction from that quarter 
could not be obtained. He further told 
the ambassador that Mr. Bowen in mak- 
ing public the correspondence and cable- 
grams regarding the Venezuelan proto- 
cols did so on his responsibility as Ven- 
ezuela’s plenipotentiary and not as Amer- 
ican minister to Caracas. It is regarded 
as unlikely that @ir Michael will en- 
deavor to have his‘government_ protest 
to President Castro against Mr. Bowen's 
action, e 

There is some unwritten history about 
Mr, Bowen’s Blue Book which becomes 
interesting now in view of the friction 
that publication appears to have caused, 
for it is understood that Sir Michael 
first asked permission of his government 
to protest to the state department be- 
fore doing so, and that Lord Lans- 
downe readily assented. When the Brit- 
ish government laid: before parliament 
its Blue Book on the Venezuelan nego- 
tiations Mr. Bowen's attention was called 
to the omission from these books of his 
note to Sir Michadl of February 2, in 


which he rejected point blank the Lon- 
don government's proposition that the 


per cent of the custom receipts of Puérto 
Cabello and LaGuayra pledged by Ven- 
ezuela for the satisfaction of all her 
creditors, It was this note which so 
enraged the British ambassador that he 
resolved to break off negotiations with 
Mr. Bowen and to call upon President 
Roosevelt to arbitrate the whole matter. 
He did not do this, however, until he 
had asked Mr. Bowen to withdraw the 
note, which the latter refused to do. 

Amused ‘that the British government 
should have suppressed his stiff reply to 
Sir Michael, which included the now fa- 
mous sentence, ‘‘On this side of the water 
We want peace, not alliances,’’ Mr: Bowen 
decided to make public all of the corre- 
Spondence as soon as the negotiations 
were completed. 

“I Nave said or done nothing during 
these negotiations that I object to be- 
ing published,’ he said, “and I think 
the best way for the world to know the 
true inwardness of what occurred dur- 
ing these negotiations is to publish the 
correspondence.” 


Dropping in to tea one evening with 
Secretary Hay, Mr. Bowen broached the 
subject to the secretary, who thought 
the idea admirable, so much so that he 
offered to have the book printed at the 
State department. Accordingly, as soon 
as the last protocol was signed up Mr. 
Bowen carried over the originals of all 
the correspondence and cablegrams and 
nay theth at the department to be print- 


Because the larger part of the ex- 
changes between Mr. Bowen and the ai- 
lies’ representatives were verbal the pub- 
lication of the few notes that passed 
would have given but an incomplete idea 
of what occurred. For this reason Mr. 
| Bowen added to the correspondence sev- 
eral explanatory notes which were pub- 
lished in the Blue Book. The British am- 
bassador, that he might not appear to 
stand alone in his protest, decided to take 
exception to’ these foot notes appearing 
in what he claimed was an official Ameri- 
can state paper rather than fuss about 
the note of February 2, which Mr. Bowen 
refused to withdraw. 


Did Not Like Foot Note. 


For example, following his note to Bir 
Michael of January 23, accepting the con- 
ditions on which Great Britain raised 
the blockade, appears the following in 
brackets: 

“Note—I accepted the British condi- 
tions in order to get Great Britain out of 
the alliance or to obtain proof that she 
could not get out of It without Germany's 
consent. Count - Quadt 
Michael H. Herbert and myself that the 
alliance could not be broken, as an agree- 
ment to that effect had been made by 
their respective governments—H. W. B.” 

Reference to the Anglo-German alliance 
was too much for the British ambassador 
and this foot note especially aroused him.
